In 1912 there 
were only five sewage disposal plants 
in operation, capable of treating sew- 
age f-om a population of 16,500 people, 
and the remarkabl- inorcase bears 
witness to the willingness of the muni- 
cipalitics to co-operate with the bu- 
reau of health in the improvement of 
the condition of the provincial water- 
ways, : 

Surface water supplies are, however, 
subject to pollution, not only from mu- 
nicipalities, but also: from. the large 
section of the population th: t, tives. 
isolated houses,’camps and villa 8 
along the banks of the stream; a por- 
tion of tho pepulation which all too 
frequently uses the waterway: as 
common sewers., Pullution from suc. 
sources {is often responsible for out- 
breaks of typhoid in the ‘province, 
and the bureau now intends to turn 
its attention to the matter. 

The typhoic. deat! rate in Canada is 
85.5 per 100,0C0 of the population. In 
Norway, Switzerland and Great Brit- 
ain the death rates vary fom 6.2 to 
12.8 per 100,000. Up to the present, 
Canada has been ‘notabiy backward 
along the lines of water purification 
and the prevention of ;ollution, but 
these questions are now being forced 
into prominence, and it appears that 
the work so efficiently conducted in 
Saskatchewan will be duplicated in the 
ecuntry at large tn the fntuce.—W L, 
C, in Conservation.
